The vote was’preceded by a con- 


troversy beginning March 9th where 
the company issued a wage cut ul- 
timatum. The B. F. Goodrich Co. 
at that time threatened to move 
5,000. jobs from Akron unless the 
proposed wage cut of from 9 to 17 
per cent went through the Akron 
plant. nye 

An editorial in the Goodyear Lo- 
cal 2 News expresses the convic- 
tions of union labor in this city 
when it says, “Goodrich local... 
occupies a similar place in the na- 
tional scene as did Independence 
Hall at Philadelphia in 1776.” This 
sditorial characterizes the issue as 
a “struggle to preserve American 


standards of wages and living con- | 


ditions.” Hundreds of unions all

SMOKE SCREEN 

The same editorial, which has cir- 
culated widely in Akron and reflects 
union opinion, points out clearly 
that the ‘competitive position of 
Goodrich is not, the issue. 

“That is only ‘smoke screen’ 
raised in an attempt to obscure 
the real movement—the attempt 
to destroy and undermine the 
national wage structure. Only 
when the ‘big four’... meet in 
joint conference with representa- 
tives of the URWA will there be 
any likelihood that the competi- 
tive position of any one company 
is the issue.” 

The editorial continues: “The 
saving of jobs for Akron is NOT 
the issue. This can be accepted as 
the issue only when these com- 
panies in concerted effort agree 
that plants owned by them ‘Out- 
side’ of Akron will not be used by 
them as .wage-lowering, strike- 
peso 3 and Union-busting insti- 


pwge company has at no time given 
adequate assurances that the jobs 
would not be moved even if the cut. 
went through. Neither has an an- 
swer beeh given to the union’s 
suspicion ‘that wage cuts elsewhere 
would return the Goodrich Akron 
plant to the same competitive posi- 
tion. Neither has proof been given 
that wage rates in the Goodrich 
Akron plant are “out of line.” The 
company refuse to talk in terms of 
unit labor cost, relying instead on 
assertions and generalities.

This was 
followed by armed intervention in 
the Civil War in Spain, and finally 
by the Japanese invasion of China.”

tion from the democratic powers. 

“Each incident has had repercus- 
sions in the world situation until 
today there is less reliance upon the 
sanctity of treaties, less trust in in- 
ternational good faith, less con- 
fidence upon which to build lasting 
prosperity than there has been for 
a4 long time.” 

He then warned the dictatorships 
against exerting too much pressure 
against democracies.

A nation-wide dé call for a trade-union “march on Wash-- 
ington,” to back up President Roosevelt’s Recovery Pro- 
gram was in preparation yesterday by the National Mare 
itime Union, organization of 51,000 seamen on the Atlantic 


and Gulf coast. 

Announcement of the call was 
made by Frederick N. Myers, chair- 
man of the NMU District Commit- 
tee, following unanimous endorse- 
ment of the proposal by a joint 
membership meeting in Manhattan 
Plaza, 66 E. 4th St. 

Letters to some 120 international 
unions (CIO and AFL), trade union 
councils, and independent workers’ 
organizations will go out today, 
Myers said. The letters will con- 
tain invitations to a conference 
within two weeks to arrange the 
details of the march. 

“"Every- trade union in the 
country,” Myers said, “is the vic- 
tim of a general offensive by big 
business against the new Deal. 
The only groups that can halt 
this offensive are the trade 
unions, 

“There are néarly 100 ships tied 
up in Atlantic and Gulf ports 
and between 9,000 and 10,000 sea- 
men ‘on the beach.’ 


“The recovery program means ex- 


tension of relief, expansion of cred- 
it, and more jobs. That’s what we 
want. That's what every trade 
union wants. 

“This program, if enacted into 
law, will give a much-needed im- 
petus to business through renewed 
employment.” 

Asked if the “march” would be a 
“foot ‘pilgrimage” or a general col- 
lecting in Washington of delegates, 
Myers said: 

“We want them there. We 
don’t care how they get there— 
foot, auto, freight train, bus, or 
horse-back. The idea is to show 
Congress that organized labor is 
‘behind this the 
people are behind this program.

G overnor Yields tu 
Pressure—Communists 
Push. » Inquiry

RICHMOND, Virvinia, May 5. 
— Yielding to pressure which was 
initiated by the Virginia Com- 
munist Party Governor Price today 
announced that he was dissatisfied 
with the report of the Commissioner 
of Labor, who tried to whitewash 
the coal operators, and had ap- 
pointed a committee of five mem- 
bers including state president of the 


John Saxton. . 

“The mine blast, taking the tives 
of 45. miners, which~ occurred on 
April 22, near Grundy, Va., was 
‘Caused by explosive coal dust which 
ignited when a “bulldozing shot” 
was fired and the fact that the 
mine was not properly rock dusted. 
“Bulldozing shots” are those for 
which no holes are drilled but the 
dynamite laid on the material to 
be blasted. 

~ Following the blast the United 
State Bureau of Mines: attributed 
the Grundy death-dealing blast to 
“unapproved methods of handling 
explosives in mines, that is “bull- 
dozing shots.” The shot at Grundy 
ignited coal dust, causing the ex- 
plosion which killed every person in 
that section of the mine. Although 
there had been some “rock dusting” 


i prior to the shot, the Federal re- 
| port. said it had not been sufficient. 


‘Donald Burke, state secretary of 
the Communist Party, had wired 
Governor Price demanding imme- 
diate action to rock dust other 
mines where there is great danger 
and urged that special session of 
the state legislature be called to 
pass mine safety laws.

In 1865, Robert Gould Shaw led a regi- 
ment of Negro. soldiers who fought for free- 
dom and democracy against the slave-hold- 
ing reactionaries of the South. 

A monument to these heroic dead stands 
in the Boston Commons today and says in 
part: “They Gave to the Nation Undying 
Proof That Americans of African Descent 
Possess the Pride, Courage and Devotion of 
the Patriot Soldier—One Hundred Thousand 
Such Americans Enlisted Under the Flag in 
MDCCCLXII-MDCCCLXV.” 


In 1938, a bunch of Boston Tories—of the . 


redoubtable Back Bay “high society”—who 
control the Robert Gould Shaw Settlement 
House, have just perpetrated a crime against 
the Negro people and against the democratic 
traditions which gave the House its name. 


Julian D. Steele, a young Negro, has been 


forced out of his position as director of the 
Settlement, because he is engaged to marry 
Bradley Dawes, a white girl. Their engage- 
ment—and intended marriage—is legal under 
the laws of Massachusetts and under the 
Constitution of the United States.

The impression that the Tories, whose influence on 
the American press is unbelievably powerful, wish to 
convey to the American people is this: that there is 
a reshifting of European alliances, which, if successful, 
will eliminate the Rome-Berlin axis as the main 
shaft of power politics, 

No doubt there is a reshuffiing of European re- 
lations, but it is not being done at the expense of the 
fascist alliance. 

There can be no easy simplification of the many 
interests, antagonisms, aims and intrigues involved. 


But we believe there is a main trend in the present | 


events and that a safe guide through the conflicting 
reports now filling the papers here and. which will 
later on still more clutter the truth, is the following: 

The British Tory objective in the present diplo-. 
matic maneuvers is to retain the fascist axis af all 
costs and tc make it an integral and strengthened part 
of a future, broader reactionary alliance at the head 
of which would-be the Tory-rulers:of Great Britain. 

To achieve this goal, and to satisfy the fascist dic- 


”“tators so they will enter a four or five-power pact, the 


Chamberlain government has assisted Hitler in seizing 
Austria; is aiding German fascism to prepare the in- 
vasion of Czechoslovakia; has facilitated Italian and 
German fascist intervention against Spain; has recog- 
nized Mussolini’s conquest of Ethiopia, and has ac- 
knowledged Italian fascism as an equal power in the 
Pacific, in the Near East and in North and Northeast 
Africa. 

This is a subtle way of “weakening” the fascist 
axis by strengthening snr end of it. 


Certainly Hitler has dot made this trip to view the 


Italian scenery through a profusion of Italian and -- 


German fascist decorations. Nor was he going on & 
diplomatic fishing expedition. The Italian fascist and 
British foreign office confidant, Augur (White Guard- 
ist Poliakoff), was right when he recently wrote that 
Hitler would never have crossed over into Italian ter- 
ritory unless he had some preliminary assurance that 
he would«bring something back to Berlin that he 
could crow about. Augur had the whole business cut 
and dried even before the two fascist dictators met. 
This view is not borne Out by the unanimous reports. 

Hitler went to Rome because the next step of ag- 
gression of the fascist powers required a re-examina- 
tion of their mutual relations and the formulation of 
their views with regard to the new treaties Italy had 
entered into and was contemplating. The dictators re- 
quired as well a clarification of the fascist stand to- 
ward the Anglo-French alliance. 

e 

Because Hitler’s grabbing. of Austria jarred Italy 
and because the Anglo-French entente can, through 
the democratic pressure of the people of England and 


France, be made into the opposite of what the Tories , 


would like it to be, Hitler and Mussolini had a num- 


ber of new questions to discuss. None of these could | 


lead to a severing of the fascist alliance. 

In considering both past and future booty as be- 
tween two bandits the problem arises of the’ division 
of the spoils. Mussolini is making the fullest use of 
the. Italian misgivings over the presence of German 
troops on the Brenner Pass and Nazi pressure toward 
Trieste and the Adriatic to bargain for a greater 
share of the spoils envisaged by the axis than had 
been promised him before the present problems con- 
fronted the dictator’s partnership. 

Chamberlain is not looking for weak or disunited 
allies, and can be counted on (as the British govern- 
ment’s attitude toward Czechoslovakia already indi- 
cates) to smooth over any conflicts between Hitler 
and Mussolini that may threaten to mar the reac- 
tionary unity that the British Tories crave.

beatings are a climax. What makes these Nazts so bold? Do they feel 
they have some sort of immunity? 

Recently there was another Nazi case in the courts. One of their 
local officials, the only man, according to the Dickstein committee, who 
has charge of the fult ‘list of Nazi propagandists in this country, a key 
man of some sort, was again arrested on a charge of sex-perversion. 

Six months ago a young woman had him arrested in the subway. 
He was discharged, however. This time he sat next to a little ten- 
year-old girl in a movie house and grabbed. hold of her. The-man is 
evidently a dangerous nut, but he was released on only $1,000 bail, and 
will probably skip it and go back to Nazi Germany, where he will find 
his peculiar personality more appreciated. 

Our authorities seem to go lightly with these fellows. One of the 
reasons may be—and it is a sound and worthy one—that any hulla- 
baloo about such cases might reflect on all the German-Americans in 
this country, of whom the Nazis are only a small ana smelly minority. 

Another reason may be—and it is the peril to democracy in every 
land—that there are fascist sympathizers in high places, 

Sumner Welles of the State Department is an outstanding example. 
This is the man who praised the fascist dictator ®f Brazil and is the 
chief creator and friend of the Cuban dictator, Batista. He is the 
chief obstruction to real Spanish neutrality, which would mean selling

Mr. Welles is tremendously busy along this fascist line, so that he 
has no time to investigate all the serious, documented charges that have 
been piling up of widespread Japanese espionage and building of aero- 
plane fields in the Canal Zone.

The school ‘stands on the site of 
an abandoned convent, and as we 
approached it from the outer grassy 
courtyard we were struck by its 
close resemblance to the school 
made famous in the Soviet movie 
“The Road to Life.” We were to 
be startled often thereafter by the 
similarities to this remarkable pic- 
ture of regenerated childhood. 

Surrounded by a sea of friendly, 
lively faces and gesticulating arms 
and our ears tingling from shouted 
greetings, we started our tour of 
the buildings. They were proud of 
their model laundry, 
kitcher, the mess hall, in the process 
of.being decorated with the murals 
of Their Spanish heroes. General 
Miaja, whose picture was the first 
to be completed, occupied the place 
of honor, smiling benignly down on 
us. Other pictures were in vari- 
ous stages of completion, but the 
two 16-year-old boys who were do- 
ing the murals under the tutelage 
of an artist-teacher of the school, 
assured us that by our next visit 
the whole project would be com-
